Chap 158 An act to authorize the construction of a bridgc across Foxffiver.

THE People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate
and Assembly, do enact as follows:

Sgerion 1. That James K. Lush, Cornelius ‘Northup and J.
L. Buck, their associates and assigns be and they are hereby au-
thorized and empowered to build and construct a bridge across
IFox river, en land owned by them, from any point on the north
side of the north channel of said river, at Winnebago rapids, on
fractional section number twenty-two (22), to the opposite side of
said river.

Bridge how Sec-2. That said Dbridge shall not be less than twelve feet
Luilt. wide, and shall be constructed -with a draw over the channel of
the river, not less than fifty feet wide, and not less than eight feet
high in the clear from the water, and said bridge shall forever re-
main free of toll in passing the same, and shall be attended so as
to:permit boats and vessels to pass through the same, at all times.
